NOW that schools have opened 
again, mothers are faced with the 
day-in-and-day-out problem of sup 
plying a healthful noon meal which 
can be carried in the small compass 
of the lunch box. 
It is not always an easy one. 
In the first place, such lunches are 
u su ally packed just at the height of 
the morning rush to get off to school 
when mother is likely to have many 
interru ptions and other demands on 
her time. In the second place, her in 
genu ity i§ taxed to avoid monotony 
in the food 
served to her children 
in this way because it must be some­ 
thing that 
is easily carried. 


Well-Balanced Lunch 
Nevertheless m others 
should real­ 
ize that the child’s nutrition will 
suffer if he does not have a well- 
balanced lunch. This meal should 
su pply about one-third of the daily 
food. If it does not, it is very doubt­ 
ful that the lack can be made up at 
the other 
two. 
Now what foods should a good 
lunch contain ? 
| 
F irst of all, the child needs meat 
or a m eat su bstitu te because these 
things contain protein for the repair 
of worn-ou t tissu e and the bu ilding 
of new tissu e. Sandwiches of meat, 
cheese or eggs will fill this requ ire­ 
ment. Mothers shou ld remember, 
however, that the 
child cannot eat 
the same type of sandwich every 
day, so that it is well 
to vary them 
as mu ch as possible. Sometimes, for 
instance, give the child 
his meat in 
some other form, su ch 
as a piece of 
fried chick en, pu tting in a plain 
bread and bu tter sandwich to go 
with it. 
Raw Vegetable 
The lu nch shou ld also supply a 
raw vegetable. Carrot or 
celery, 
either plain or stu ffed with cheese, 
is qu ite satisfactory. Then, too, 
a 
salad may be carried in a glass jar 
or a covered paper 
cup, such as 
those u sed commercially 
as ice- 


tablas which, in turn, furnish min­ 
erals and vitamins. 
Milk may also be put into a small 
glass jar with a tightly fitting 
cover. However, the child, in many 
cases, will be able to purchase milk 
at lunch time. 
Stewed fruit may also be carried 
in a jar if desired, but some kind of 
raw fruit in season is just as health­ 
ful and more convenient. 
Sandwiches, as I mentioned, have 
always been the main part of lunch- 
box meals because they are easy to 
prepare and easy to carry. There 
are many varieties of sandwiches 
which may be used. The type of 
bread also may be varied, using 
white, whole-wheat, rye, graham or 
raisin. Of course, the bread shou ld 
be spread with butter or fortified 
margarine. 
Here are some general sugges­ 
tions which dou btless may be found 
useful in preparing the child’s lunch 
or luncheon to be taken on picnics 
or outings: 


1. Wrap each sandwich sepa­ 
rately in waxed paper. 
2. Include a napkin. 
S. Vary the lunch as much as 
possible by u sing different 
fillings for -sandwiches. 
4. Make everything as appetiz­ 
ing as possible. 
5 . Inclu de in the lunch all the 
essentials of a well-balanced 
diet, milk , vegetables, fru its 
and meat or m eat su bstitu tes. 
Such a lunch provides minerals, 
protein, vitamins, fats and su fficient 
carbohydrates or starches and sugar 
to maintain the child’s energy.

For the Children's Lunch Box

of the lunch box. 
It is not always an easy one. 
In the first place, such lunches are 
usually packed just at the height of 
the morning rush to get off to school 
when mother is likely to have many 
interruptions and other demands on 
her time. In the second place, her in 
genuity ii taxed to avoid monotony 
in the food served to her children 
in this way because it must be acme 
thing that is easily carried. 
Well-Balanced Lunch 
Nevertheless mothers should real­ 
ize that the child’s nutrition will 
suffer if he does not have a well­ 
balanced lunch. Thia meal should 
supply about one-third of the daily 
food. If it does not, it is very doubt­ 
ful that the lack can be made up at 
the other two. 
Now what foods should a good 
lunch contain? 
First of all, the child needs meat 
or a meat substitute because these 
things contain protein for the repair 
of worn-out tissue and the building 
of new tissue. Sandwiches of meat, 
cheese or eggs will fill this require­ 
ment. Mothers should remember, 
however, that the child cannot eat 
the same type of sandwich every 
day, so that it is well to vary them 
as much as possible. Sometimes, for 
instance, give the child his meat in 
some other form, such as a piece of 
fried chicken, putting in a plain 
bread and butter sandwich to go 
with it. 
Raw Vegetable 
The lunch should also supply a 
raw vegetable. Carrot or celery, 


tablas which, in turn, furnish min­ 
erals and vitamins. 
Milk may also be put into a small 
glass jar with a tightly fitting 
cover. However, the child, in many 
cases, will be able to purchase milk 
at lunch time. 
Stewed fruit may also be carried 
in a jar if desired, but some kind of 
raw fruit in season is just aa health­ 
ful and more convenient. 
Sandwiches, as I mentioned, have 
always been the main part of lunch- 
box meals because they are easy to 
prepare and easy to carry. There 
are many varieties of sandwiches 
which may be used. The type of 
bread also may be varied, using 
white, whole-wheat, rye, graham or 
raisin. Of course, the bread should 
be spread with butter or fortified 
margarine. 
Here are aome general sugges­ 
tions which doubtless may be found 
useful in preparing the child’* lunch 
or luncheon to be taken on picnics 
or outings: 
1. Wrap each sandwich sepa­ 
rately in waxed paper. 
2. Include a napkin. 
5. Vary the lunch as much as 
possible by using different 
fillings for sandwiches. 
4. Make everything as appetiz­ 
ing as possible. 
6. Include in the lunch all the 
essentials of a well-balanced 
diet, milk, vegetables, fruits 
and meat or meat substitutes. 
Such a lunch provides minerals, 
protein, vitamins, fats and sufficient 
carbohydrates or starches and sugar 
to maintain the child’s energy.

Six Tips Are Presented For 


Reasonable Protection 
Of Vital Grain 


Urging Pickaway county fa rm ­ 
ers 
to 
take 
steps 
to 
guard 
against 
spoilage of wet 
corn, 
County Agricultural Agent Larry 
A. Best suggested Monday the 
building of airways through corn 
cribs, 
He issued six tips to farm ers 
for preserving corn. These are: 
1—Fall and W inter feeding 
and 
ensiling 
are 
the 
surest 
ways to save soft corn, 


2— Cutting 
and 
shocking 
in 
small shocks is sometimes ad­ 
visable. 
3— Do not be in a hurry about 
picking soft corn. It dries faster 
on the stalk than in the crib 
4— Before 
picking 
the 
corn, 
test its moisture content. Mois­ 
ture should not be above 20 per 
cent for safety. 
5—When cribbing soft corn, 
delay 
harvesting 
until 
cold 
w eather, husk clean, and pro­ 
vide plenty of crib ventilation. 
6—Since soft corn is a valu­ 
able 
feed, 
don’t 
let 
it 
spoil. 
Check the crib every week or so 
to determine if the corn- is dry­ 
ing. Especially watch it in the 
Spring when the warm days be­ 
gin to arrive.

MR. 
B EST pointed out that 
simple and inexpensive ventila­ 
tors may be built at intervals 
through the crib by running 2 by 
4 s from inside studs to outside 
studs and by mailing picket-crib- 
bing to both sides. This type of

both sides of the crib and may 
be removed easily as the corn 
is taken out.
